Q, What Steps did Lewis XIV. take upon the 
News thereof ? 

A. He form’d two great Projeéts for the Year 
1708. ‘The firft was, to make the Dominions of 
the Queen of Great-Britain the Seat of War ;. and 
to fix the Pretender, whom he ftiled King Yammes III. 
upon the Throne; and the fecond to drive the Allies 
from their Conquetts after the Battle of Rami/ies. 
But both thefe Enterprifes met with an ill Succefs. 
The Exglif having put to Sea a ftrong Squadron, 
under the Command of Sir George Byng, in Febru- 
ary, which was much earlier than the French ex- 
pected; the Pretender, who was on board their Fleet, 
did but juft fhow himfelf on the Coafts of Sror/an./, 
and not daring to go afhore, thought himfelf very’ 
happy in having efcap'’d the Purfuit of the Evg/i/h,. 
they taking one Ship, with feveral of his Officers on: 
Board. 

2. Did the French gain their Point in Flanders:? 

A. The Credit which the Elector of Bavaria till 
preferved in that Country, join’d t the artful 
Management of Count Bere/yck, fo far influenced the: 
Pnhabicants of Ghent and Bruges, that they immedi- 
ately open’d their Gates to the Frenc/ ‘Troops; and 
as the Dukes of Hendiume and Burgundy, who com- 
manded them, had gain’d a Day’s March over the 
Duke of Aisriborough, this muft infellibly have 
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greatly perplexed the Allies. But whilft Mr. La- 
bene, Governor of the Caftle of Ghext, amufed the 
Enemy during two Days, Prince Eugene joming the 
Duke of Marlborough, with a Reinforce ment of 
above 30,000 Im; march’d with him to the 
Camp at Lej/imes, crofs’d the Dender, and afterwards 
the Sibelde at Oudenarce.

Before we clofe the Account, it may not be ami5 to re« 
late an odd Accident which caufed no {mail Conftern2. 
tion: When they were inthe Town of Tring, the Pyi. 
foner wasmet there by his Wife and Paughrer ; and as 
they were talking with him, one of the Trooper’s Pif. 
rols, who was jult betore the Head of the Chiaife Horfe, 
in the Holfter, went off, which was occafioned by his 
Handkerchief getting accidentally in the Holfter ; tor on 
his pulling it out, it caught hold of the Trigger, and 
going off, the Ball went in‘o the Ground; which pur the 
whole Corps into fome Diforder, as believing art firft 
diftharged troyx a Window ; however, no other Harm 
enfued

The following is the Method af his Efcape which 
he made from Bridewell, the 26th of the fame 
Month. He having obierved a Lacder in the Kite 
chen of the Keeper’s Houfe, he procured a new 
Rope, by what Means is not known, and let him- 
felf down out of the Chamber-Window into the 
Prifon-Yard ; and taking a Pane of Glals out of the 
Kitchen Window, got his Hand in, and turned the 
Haip, and then opened the Window, and got into 
the Kitchen where tne Ladder was, and gor it out 
through the fame Window, into the Yard, by the 
Help of which he got over the Wall into a little 
Garden, which is walled round, and within tae Walls 
of the Priion. 

After he had got into the Garden, he tied one 
End of the Rope to the Corner-Pott of a Shed that 
ftands in the Middle of the Garden, and flung the 
other End over the Wall of the Prifon, which is 
eighteen Feet high; then finding his Ladder too 
fhort to reach the Top of the Wall, he got Flower- 
Pots, of which he made a Kind of Structure or 
Heap, fo fix'd the Ladder, on the Top of them, by 
which Means he afcended'to the Top of the Wall, 
and by the Rope, let himfelf down into the Yard of 
the Quaker’s Workhoufe : Yet he was ftill inclofed 
by Houfes and ftrong Walls, fo that he could not get 
farther; but it being the Night the Cloaths of the 
Poor in that Workhoufe were wafhing, about thirteen 
Women were then there at Work, one of which 
had Occafion to go into the Yard, where fhe efpied 
him, and called to fome others of them, faying, 
here iga Man in the Yard ; Patterfon then {poke to 
the Woman, and begg’d fhe would not make any 
Noife. The Woman afked how he came there, the 
Gate and Doors being faft, when he told her, he 
had been drunk, and fallen afleep under the Gate- 
way ; that he fuppofed the Perfon who locked the 
Gate did rot fee him, he being afleep; fo that he 
had been there all Night, and then he went in with 
her to the Apartment, where they were at their 
Work, and fat down. After he had fat a litrle 
while, one of the Women faid, he had broke out of 
Bridewell, and fhe would cafl Nathan, their Porter. 
He defired fhe would not, that he would flay with 
them till it was Day, and feemed to be furprifed 
when fhe fpoke of Bridewell, faying he did noc 
know where Bridewell was, and. afked, if it was 
there, pointing the contrary Way. ‘They asked, 
how he came to get fo drunk, as not to know where 
he was ? He told them he was newly married, and 
that being out, he unexpectedly met wih fome 
Acquaintance, who had detained him, and obliged 
him to drink too much ; that he attempted to go 
Home to Covent-Garden, and had loft his Way, but 
what gave him moil Concern was, the Uneafinefs his 
Wife would be in for his Ablence, which he preatly 
feared would frighten her. However, he would fay 
ull Day-light, and defired they would let him fit 


Lill 
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sill then, which was above two Hours. One of the 
Women, being concerned for the Trouble his new- 
snarried Wife muft be in, as fhe fuppofed, advifed him 
co go Home directly, faying, that perhaps his Wife 
fat up for him; he faid, he did not doubt but fhe 
did, but that he would not give his Wife any Uneafi- 
nefs for the future, for he never would flay out again, 
and then enquired what Part of the Town he was 
then in; they then informed him where he was, 
and if his Wife pleafed to call there, fhe fhould be 
informed of the Truth of this Accident ; and one of 
thera went to the Porter Nathan, who was then in 
Bed, and got the Key, under Pretence of going for 
iome Drink, fo let him into the Street, for which 
Piece of Civility he gave her Half a Crown. The 
Woman refufed taking fo much, faying, that fhe 
required only a fmall Matter to buy a Dram; but 
he infilted that fhe fhould take it, faying, that he 
had no fmaller Change about him. 

After this Efcape, he went to the Lodgings of one 
Maulkner, where he was for fome Time {facreted, 
during which Time Mr. Wallbank fpared no Pains 
in fearching after him, both by going perfonally in 
queit of him, and offering a large Reward by Ad- 
vertifement. 

Patterfon having forme Cloaths in pawn, Anne 
Faulkner, Wife of the Perfon before-named, was fent 
to redeem them. The Pawnbroker knowing thofe 
Cloaths to be the Property of Patterfon, he fent to 
fee where the Woman went, and by that Means 
found where Faulkner lodged ; and fuppofing that 
Patterfon was there, fent to Mr. Wallbank to in- 
form him thereof, who came that Night with pro- 
per Afliftants, but found only Faulkner and his 
Wife in Bed ; however, he took them both wih him, 
they refufing to tell him any Thing about Patterior, 
and the next Day carried them before Juftice Field- 
ing, who committed them both to Bridewell, where 
Faulkner foon after was taken ill, and the Seffions 
soming on at Hicks’s- Hall, the Wife, Anne Faulk- 
ner, was difcharged, and he referred to Juftice 
Fielding, who remitted him back to Bridewell, 
where he continuing fo ill, that his Life was de- 
{paired of, tho’ it was certainly known that he was 
one concerned in the Confpiracy againft Mr. Wal- 
pole, yet he was releafed from his Confinement, and 
joon after died, 

There was another of this wicked Gang, namely 
Denniion, who died raving Mad ; Smith was hanged, 
and Patterfon ran away. 

Mr. Walpole having now, through the Aivity 
of Mr. Worfdale, and the other Perions he had em- 
ployed, come at the Bottom of the whole Affair, 

(not only as tothe Attempt of the Affaule on Cather, 
but of the {ntention to draw him in to be the Pub- 
lifer of a forged Bond) obtained the Lord Chief 
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Juftice’s Warrant againft John Cather, Patrick Caip 
otherwife Kane, David Alexander, and Adam 
Nixon. 

Cather was taken at the Vine-Tavera, in Lonc. 
Acre, (being decoy’d there by his old Friend and 
Acquaintance Mr. Andrew White) by Mr. Richard 
Elfton, one of the }udge’s Tipitaff’s, and after be- 
ing kept fome Time at an Officer’s Houfe in Gray’s. 
Jun - Lane, was committed to - the King’s-Bench 
Prifon, where he ftill remains. Cain was taken in 
Southwark, coming out of the King’s-Bench Prifon, 
and brought over the Water, and carried before 
Juftice Fielding, who committed him to the Gate- 
houfe, where he {till remains. Nixon being taken 
at the Mitre in Chancery-Lane, was, after fome 
Days Confinement, admitted to Bail, himfelf in a 
Recognizance of 400]. and two Sureties of zool, 
each ; upon which Bail he is ftill at Liberty. And 
Alexander hearing the Warrant was out againft him, 
gave Notice of Bazil, and accordingly enter’d into 
a Recognizance, the fame as Mr. Nixon’s ; but 
his Bail furrendering him in Court the Day of 
Trial, the Court committed him to the King’s- 
Bench Prifon, where he once more has an Op- 
portunity of confulting his old particular Friend 
Cather. 

John Carr, who was lately executed at Tyburn 
for Forgery, was very ftrongly fufpected of being 
one of the Gang; but as he had never appeared 
publickly in the Affair, we cannot fay any Thing 
particularly of him. 

Patterfon, fince hie Efcape from Bridewell, was 
apprehended in Dublin, and committed to New- 
gate there ; but before Intelligence could reach here, 
and a Perfon get there to charge him as the indenti- 
cal Man, he was difcharged, and fo efcap’d again 
the Hand of Juitice for a ‘ime, which we hope will 
not be long e’er he is brought, with the Reft of 
his wicked Companions, to an adequate Punith- 
ment, in this World, if it be poflible, for their 
Demerits. 

Before I conclude this Account, I cannot help in- 
forming the Publick of ano:her Piece of Iniquity, 
which we aflure them is Truth, intended by Cather, 
Cain, Faulkner, Dennifon, Patterfon, and fome 
others of them, and which they informed Mr. 
Worfdale of, when he was Covunfelior Johnfon ; 
and that was, that when they had (though God be 
praifed they did not) fucceeded to get Money out 
of Mr. Walpole, they would go upon the fame Laye 
as they term’d it, with the old Doétors of Phyfick, 
Surgeons, and Men- Midwives. 

The next Term the feveral Perfons conviéted are 
to be brought into the Court of King’s-Bench, te 
receive Judgment of the Court.

March 1. This Day alfo paffed the feveral fol- 
lowing Bills; a Bill for raifing 2,100,000]. by An- 
nuities and Lottery. 

A Bill for enlarging the Powers of the Road-Bill 
between Stamford and Grantham. And 

A Bill to enable John Heath, Efq; to take and 
ufe the Arms and Name of Duke. 

On the 4th, the Corporation of Parifh Clerks pe- 
tiioned for Power to oblige all Clerks, Sextons, 
Grave-diggers, and Proprietors of private Burial- 
grounds within the Bills of Mortality, to deliver 
unto them weekly an exact Account of all Chriiten- 
ings and Burials in their refpective Parifhes and Places: 
And for a Penalty on all Printers and Publifhers of 
News-papers that prefume to reprint their weekly 
and yearly Bills. 

On the sth, 6th, and 7th, the Houfe were chiefly 
employed in receiving of Petitions for reftraining 
the exceflive Drinking of Spirituous Liquors; and 
on other publick and private Affairs. 

Onthe 8th, the Commons paffed the Bill for Mr. 
Godfrey Copley’s Divorce, and to enable him to 
marry again. 

On the 11th, a Bill paffled to enable Thomas 
Smith, to take and ufe the Sirname and Arms of 
Panuwell. As alfo another to enable George Fox, 
Efq; to take and ufe the Sirname and Arms of Lane. 
The fame Day a Complaint was exhibited by Sir 
Henry Erfkine, Bart. a Member of this Houfe, 
againft General Philip Anftruther, alfo a Member 
of this Houfe, late Lieutenant-Governor of Minorca, 
for Mifbehaviour in the faid Government. 

On the 12th, a Bill paffed to enable Samuel 
Smith, Efg; to take and ufe the Sirname and Arms 
of Holworthy only. 

This Day the King came to the Houfe of Peers, 
and figned all the forementioned Bills that had pafled, 
and were ready for the Royal Afient. 

Afterwards the Commons came to a Refolution to 
reguiate and reftrain the Bills of Credit in Rhode- 
Iland, Providence, Conneéticut, Mafachufets-bay, 
eid New Hampfhire, in America ; and ordered a 
Bill to be brought in for that Purpofe; and to the 
‘cllowing Refolutions, that the Propofal of the 
South. Sea Company be accepted in full Difcharge 
of all Demands by them on the King of Spain, on 
Account of the Affiento, or annual Ship, or on any 

Account whatfoever, over and above the Sum of 
00,0001. paid purfuant to Treaty : That his Ma- 
jety be allowed 57,5821. 19s. 3d. Halfpenny for 
vie Tranfports to Nova Scotia, aud maintaining there 
@ Nuinber of Officers and private Men difmifs’d the

On the 15th, a Bill for carrying on and regulating 
the Navigation ef the Thames and Ifis, from the 
City of London Weltward to Cricklade, pafled the 
Commons, and contains the following Particulars, 
It having been reprefented and proved, that diverfe 
Abufes have been, and are ftill committed by the 
Owners of the feveral ‘Towing-Paths, &c. on the 
Banks of the Thames and Ifis, and by the Owners 
of the Locks, Weirs, Turnpikes, Dams, Flood- 
gates, &c. in, and on, or near the faid Rivers ; ard 
by the Barge-mafters, and their Servants navigating 
thereon: It is enatted, that the Commiflioners of 
the Land-Tax in the Counties of Middlefex, Surry, 
Berks, Bucks, Oxon, Gloucefter, and Wilts, and the 
Vice Chancellor, and Heads of Colleges and Hal!s 
in Oxford, and the Mayor, or chief Officers of all 
Corporation and Borough-Towns lying upon the 
faid Rivers, fhall be conftituted Commiffioners for 
putting this A@ in Execution, and fhall take an 
Oath, “© Without Favour or Affeétion, faithfully 
and impartially to execute, perform, and difcharge 
the Office and Duty of the faid Commiffion, ac- 
cording to the Authorities, Powers, and Dire¢tions, 
given and eftablifhed by this A& of Parliament :” 
And that the faid Oath fhall be regillered at the 
Quarter Seffions of the Peace. 

That they fhall appoint General Meetings ; but

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The impartial Account of Thomas Jones and 
James Welch, who were exccuted at Ken- 
nington-Common, on Friday, September 6, 
1751. Publifhed with the Approbation and 
Confent of the Rev. Leonard Howard, D. D. 
Reétor of St. George the Martyr, im South- 
wark, who attended them whilfi under Sentence 
of Death, and in their laft Moments. 


T the General Quarter Seffions of the Peace, 

held in and for the County of Surry, at St. 
Margaret’s Hill, Southwark, in January Jatt: The 
Chairman and Juftices afflembled, with a charitable 
and humane Regard to the deplorable State of thoie 
whom the offended Laws of our Country have ap- 
pointed to die, were pleafed to make an Order of 
Court, whereby I was requefted, as Minifter of the 
Parifh, to v:fit the unfortunate Perfons under Sen- 
tence of Death in the New-Gaol, Southwark. I 
took the firlt Opportunity of obeying their Com- 
mands, and at the fame Time of complying with 
my own Inclinations to perform fo neceflary and 
important a Part of my Minifterial Office. ‘The 
great Reafon I conceive why Criminals are allowed 
the Favour of a little Time after Sentence, is, that 
they may endeavour to make their Peace with God, 
and prepare for Eternity ; if fo, the Affifance of a 
Minifter is extremely requifite to inform fuch as are 
for the moft Part Ignorant and Illiterate, and to 
foften thofe Hearts which are often hardened by fre- 
quent Confinement, an abandoned Life, and long 
Courfe of Vice and Immortality. ‘The Sight of 
our Fellow Creatures, Men like wild and deftruc- 
tive Beafts, with Shackles and Fetters ; thofe Badges 
of Slavery in a free Couniry, and committing Crimes 
fo atrocious as to deferve Death in a Chriftian one ; 
the’ they have the jult Reward of their Deeds, and 
much Severity is abfolutely neceflary for the Safety 
of the Community, yet to the tender Sentiments of 
Humanity, they are far from pleafing Objects; and 
to convince and bring fach Wretches to a Sente of 
thefr Crimes, fo as to acknowledge and repent of 
them, is an Othce of great Labour and Fatigue ; 
but at has its comfortable and joyous Reflections ! 
And where a Parith i3 fo circumttane’d as mine, with 
a County Goal placed in it, and tuch Cafes often 
prefenting themfelves, L can’t help thinking it a 
Souty incumbent onthe Minifter to commiferate the 
Cafe of fuch unhappy Perfons, and imploy the 
Abilines which God hath given him in affifting them ; 


and, who may be juflly rank’d by their Contwemens 
in this Parifh, amongit the Sou/s within his Cure. I 
hall therefore be Reyaralets of any Centlures on the 
Meanefs of fuch an Office, as thinking it not below 
any Degree or Dignity, or any Rector or Vicar fo- 
ever of a Parifh, to vilit and do all the Good he 
can to fuch Objeéts of Mifery and Diftrefs. One

it after the former Execution, which is the Publi 

cation of Dying Speeches, Sc. thinking it of very 
little Service to take up the Time of Men, and 
trouble, and lay a Sort of Tax upon the World, by 
acquainting them with the wicked and filthy Trant- 
actions of poor profligate Wretches, whofe Punith- 
ments are a fufficient Example to avoid them, and 
which to publifh in their genuine and vulgar De. 
formity may be detrimental ; there are cant Terms 
made ule of by thofe Wretches, and fome Archneffes 
practis’d in their Villaines, which the Defcription of 
may make wiong Impreflions on weak Minds, 
‘Temptations to Wickednefs comes too foon, with- 
out fuch Helps and Informations. People cannot be 
toe long in an innocent Ignorance, 1f I may {o call 
it, of Lewdnefs and wicked Cunning. I fhall per- 
form my Office to fuch Malefactors whilft they live, 
to the beit of my poor Capacity; but I am per- 
fuaded the Prefs will be feldom fet by my Order for 
any of their Accounts, Speeches, Births, Parentages, 
or Education. After what I have faid, the Pubii- 
cation of thefe Sheets may appear fomewhat ftrange 
and unaccountable, but the Event is fo extraordinary 
that occafions it, and the World has been fo lone 
defirous of Satisfaétion, as the Innocence or Guilt 
of Richard Coleman, who fuffered for the A& of 
thefe inhuman Wretches, that I could not avoid this 
Opportunity of clearing upa Matter fo long doubr- 
ful, and which the Hand of Providence has {fo 
wonderfully brought to Light. 

For the Information of fuch of the Readers of 
this Account, as have not been acquainted with it, 
I thall premife, that one Sarah Green, on Saturday 
the 23d of July, 1748, was moft barbaroufly and 
unnaturally treated and murdered by three Men, 
whereof this Richard Coleman appeared to be 
guilty, from the Circumftances and Evidence then 
produced againft him, and accordingly was con- 
victed and executed. But as uncomrhon Boldnets, 
and wanton Triumph in Iniquity very often follow a 
Commiflicn of it, fo it appeared in thefe Criminala 
now executed, who thinking the Affair long fince 
palt, and themfelves in no Danger, difclofed, as it 
has been faid, the villainous Tranfaction, by which 
the Memory of Mr. Coleman received the Crecit 
of Innocence, and thefe Malefa¢tors were fo cilap- 
pointed as to be committed for the Offence: Tho- 
mas Jones, and James Welch, upon the Evidence 
of one of their Companions in that horrid Act, were 
convicted and received Sentence of Death. [, uncer 
their Sentence, have conitantly attended them, but 
could not prevail with them for fome Time to make 
any Confeflion, but they ftood it out boldly, and 
perfited in their Innocence; nay, one of them 
at firlt greatly infulted me ; but as Death made its 
nearer and more thocking Approach, Conicience 
performed an Office which was not ftillin my Powers 
and fearing to die with a Lie in their Mouths, they 
at length, with too little Concern, made their Con- 
fellion 
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fefion in the following Manner; and which I took 
in Writing from Thomas jones, who figned it be- 
fore Witneis, and ceclared, upon bis Hopes of 
Mercy, the tame to be true. 

He Thomas Jones confeiled, that upon a Saturday 
in the Afternoon, (the Day and Year he could not 
exactly recollect) but at the Time as has been men- 
tioned, Nicholls and James Welch came to him, then 
fitting at St, Margaret’s-Hill, and afxed him to take 
a Walk with them; that they went together to a 
Place called Sot’s-Hole ; and coming back, between 
Sir Abraham Shard’s, and the White-Hart in Ken- 
nington-Lane, they met with a Woman in a ftriped 
Cotton Gown; that Nicholls catched nold of her, 
and afked her to drink; upon which, the Woman 
faid, fhe was going to the hing’s-Head, there being 
a Bean-Feaft: That Nicholls wduld go with her, 
and they (Jones and Welch) followed him: They 
(the Woman and Nicholls) bad by themfelves fome 
Beer, and Welch and Jones called for a Dram or 
Yintscf Beer, he (Jones) could not recollect which ; 


that thea they came from the King’s-Head, behind 


sy 


Nicholls and the Woman, till they came to the Par- 


fon’s Walk, near Newington Church; upon which, 
Nicholls threw her down, and ufed her very rudely ; 
then they (Jonesand Welch) came up, and then he 
(Thomas Jones) attempted to lay with her, upon 
which, Nicholls and Welch pvuli’d him away, and 
would not let him: Then Welch attempted to lay 
with her, and then they.ail came away, and the 
Woman went away by her/elf. Jones, for his own 
Part, declared, as a dying Man, that he did not ufe 
her ill, otherwife than by attempting to lye with her, 
nor did he know of any Body’s uiing her in the 
Manner as has been related ; but that Nicholls was 
the firft Perfon that pulled her about and ufed her 
rudely, but could not fay he did it in the Manner as 
has been mentioned. He jaid they were allin Liquor, 
and he believed none of them had any Defign to 
murder the.Woman, and did not think of any fuch 
fatal Confequences as hath happencd. ‘hat he, 
(Thomas Jones) never knew Coleman, and did aver, 
and declare, that Coleman was not with thein in that 
Affair. Upon the beit of his (Jones’s) Memory, 
Nicholls called himfelf COLEMAN, and altered 
his Name before they went with the Woman; 
that is, attheir firft Meeting with the Woinan, he 
Nicholls) faid to them (Jones and Welch) call me 
by the Name of COLEMAN. The Woman, after 
it Was over, went by herfelf towards London, and 
Nicholls, Jones, and Welch crofs’d the Fields to 
Walwo;th, into a Barn to other loofe Women, and 
they co ntinued all together *till Morning.— This is 
ail he then own’d of the whole Affair, as he was a 
cying Man, and hoped for Mercy from his Saviour,

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Upon my defiring him to recolle& himfelf, and 
if any Thing farther occur’d to his Memory to let 
me know tt; he gave me a Letter afterwards, which 
varied a little in fome Expreflions and Circumftances, 
and is as follows : 


SIR, 


N Saturday Evening, as I fat at St. Margaret’s- 

Hill, NichoWs and James Welch came to me, 

and afked me if we fhould go and take a Walk ; on 
which I went with them to Sot’s-Hole, between Sir 
Abraham Shard’s, and the ,.White-Hart ; meeting 
with the Woman going to the King’s-Head for her 
Matter, being gone to a Bean-Feait, when Nicholls 
catching hold of the Woman, {wearing fhe fhould go 
and drink with him; when he went to the King’s- 
Head with the Woman; which they did, and when 
at the King’s-Head with the Woman, he alter’d his 
Name to the Name of COLEMAN; and that 
Nicholls and the Woman had a Pint of Beer at the 
Door ; and Welch and Jones coming afer, had a 
Dram or Beer, I can’t poflibly fay which; when 
coming back, they came together to the Parfon’s 
Walk, where Nicholls threw the Woman down, and 
ufed her in that barbarous Manner. That he (Jones) 
Was the fecond Man which went with an Attempt to 
lye with her, but the Woman being fo bad after 
Nicholls’s laying with her, that he could not ; after 
which the Woman went away, and we went to a 
Barn at Walworth, and continued there till Morning.

P.S. Coleman was not in Company with us that 
Night, nor ever was in our Company ; that I never

and ply’d at St. Margaret’s-Hill as a Porter ; and 
was intrufted by Gentlemen with Goods of Value.

When we went 
away from that Place, juft as we all got into Ken- 
nington-Lane, we met with this Woman; Nicholls 
was the firlt that laid hold of her, and went back 
with her to the King’s Head in Kennington-Lane, 
we following them at a little Dittance; and after they 
had got there, and calling for a Pint of Eeer, I and 
Joves came in after them, and call’d for a Quartern 
of Gin. Then we all went away, and juft as we 
came into the Parfonage Walk, near two of the

the Ground in fuch an inhuman Manner, that I told 
him for God’s Sake, let the Woman alone ; but [ 
could prevail nothing with him, and if any Perfon 
was guilty of that horrid Crime, it was Nicholls. 
As Jones attempted to lay with her next, who cid 
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lay with her but a very fhort Space of Time. { 
that it cannot be thought it was him; and [ was 
the laft that lay with her, though not the Space of a 
Moment. And as I fhall aniwer forthe Truth of 
which [ have wrote here in a fhort Time, before 
God Almighty, I heartily forgive Nicholls for falfely 
{wearing againft me, that I run my Hand up the 
Woman’s Body, which I declare to God and Man 
that J never ufed any Woman IJ] in my Life, to put 
their Life in danger. I cannot help exprefling my 
great Concern for Coleman going out of the World 
in the Manner he did, as he appears innocent of the 
Crime laid to his Charge by the Woman; fure then 
he is happy!

Petersburgh, Aucuft 24. 


AN Exprefs is arrived here from Perfia, by the Way of 
Altrachan, by which we learn, that fince the Vic- 
tory which Schach Doub had gained over the moft pow- 
eriul of his Enemies, he feemed pretty well eftablifhed 
on that Throne, having little to fear from his ocher Com- 
petirors ; and ie was not doubted bur that the Tranquility 
of that large Kingdom would foon be eftablifhed.
